No response came from th * first 
call, but continued raps aroused the 
^^^-**ts of the place, and Reins’•t was 
found just preparing to retire for the 
n igh t. 


He seemed a little angry at the 
officers, and^ remarked that he hated 
to leave a warm bed. 
Ho was re 
turned to the jail and will be tried 
for jail breaking. 
Réinart told his parents tnat he 
had been given his liberty by Chief 
Boullt, and to the latter, when r.ear- 
rested, he sqRi he Intended to return 
and give himself up this morning. 
it is probable that Reinart will not 
be returned tc the navy, as the St. 
Louis recruiting office has no record 
of his enlistment, ami mileage is not 
paid for the return of a single de- 
scrtci.

Washington, Jan. 24.— In the gov­ 
ernment’s suit against the Standard 
Oil company D 
A. Durand, deputy 
commissioner of cori>orations, today 
testified, in the course of identifica­ 
tion of certain official tariffs of the 
Chicago and 
Eastern railroad, that 
''hile shipments of 
oil 
were 
way- 
billed at eleven cents a hundred, part 
of the siiiiiments were really carried 
ut eight and a quarter and the bal­ 
ance at six cents. 
Durand explained 
that the collection vouchers of the 
railroad show^ed that the amount ac­ 
tually paid by the Standard for such 
shipments was less that 
the 
rate 
fixed by the official tariffs filed with 
’he interstate commerce commission.

with Bud. 
The next time I saw fa- 
thei r asked him who she was. ‘Oh.’ 
he says, ‘she is a woman who carne 
out with us the other night. 
I didn’t 
want Shii la bring her. but he would 
‘Jo it, and the woman would come.’ 
‘ ‘I ’m sor y.’ I says, ‘that you let 
her come, because the news of it will 
be all over the neighborhood, and it 
win be a' scandal.’

held the center of the stage in the 
county court annals in .vears gone by, 
and in recent years salcK>n petitions 
from the. county outside of Nevada 
have been the bone of contention iq 
many legal battles 
for 
the coiinfv 
judges, blit all of these fade into iii- 
significance as compared to the J . 
B. Rudcrt saloon 
petition struggle, 
w'hich has been in the limelight for 
the past three days, and w'hich casts 
a total eclipse over the contests of 
former days and so overshadows past 
rontests that the latter are utterly 
forgotten. 
The county court room w'as too smal 
a place to even begin to afford stand 
ing room for the crowds attracted 
and even the circuit court room was 
taxed to its limit, every seat beii>^ 
occupied, the aisles crow'ded aud the 
ad.1oining rooms 
affording 
standing 
room for the overflow' of attendance 
No contest of similar chai'acter has 
been more closely 
fought 
or more 
largely attended. The interest mani­ 
fested by the large crowd was simplf 
intense, and the silence which pre­ 
vailed during the sessions was posi­ 
tive proof that every man’s Interest 
in the contest 
was 
pitched to the 
highest degree. 
Another evidence of how vigoi'ous 
ly the battle was 
waged 
w'as the 
fact that able attorneys, experienced 
i»'trials, were employed and the lines 
upon their faces todgy 
showed the 
effects of the three days’ fierce strug­ 
gle, and proved 
that 
midnight oil 
had been burned in an effort to be 
prepared to offer additional evidence 
and to be ready to meet the onward 
charges of the opposition. 
The attorneys on each side watch­ 
ed evei’v step of the contest as close- 
I.y as a panther watches the moves 
of the intended prey, and as the case 
progressed the vigilance of the attor­ 
neys became more marked. 
From the time court opened until 
I he session closed neither side stop­ 
ped to rest; it was a continuous bat­ 
tle, the fire never slackening and the 
smoke never clearing. Charge after 
charge was made, neither side show­ 
ing the slightest 
indication 
of re­ 
treating. 
For a second one side, pushed back 
temporarily by 
a 
flank 
movement, 
w'oiild halt and then charge forw'ara 
to renew the battle. The clash would 
shake both sides, but neither gave 
way, and in a hand 
to hand battle 
the contest closed. 
The arbitrators in this combat sat 
motionless and for three days have 
w'ithstood a bombardment 
of 
facts, 
law and appeals. 
The rules of battle, 
as 
given by 
the court, w'ere attacked 
by 
both 
contestants, each attacking the rules 
W'hich were not to their liking and 
heartily approving those whi<*h 
best 
suited their cause. 
A stranger peeping into the court 
room would no doubt have thnught a 
case of life and 
death 
was being 
tried, so great was the interest and 
so large was the attendance.

Of banana flour, 
the flour ground from the dried friut, 
there is no use sp eaking—you are too 
familiar with it.”
